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The  Panama  Canal. 

The  Nineteenth  Century  will  be  re- 
markable  in  history  at*  an  age  of  mechani¬ 
cal  progress.  In  it  the  first  engine  was 
built,  till lo will  by  thousands  of  miles  of 
railroad  in  every  civilized  country  of  the 
world.  Four  great  lines  of  road  now 
span  one  Continent  bringinj^San  Fran¬ 
cisco  within  one  week  of  continuous  trav¬ 
el  from  New  York,  and  shortening  the 
distance  to  China  by  weeks,  perhaps 
montlis.  The  development  of  the  rail¬ 
road  system  has  made  necessary  the 
building  of  vast  bridges,  by  which  the 
}  largest  streams  may  !>c  crossed  by  heavy 
traiusin  a  few  moments. 

The  invention  of  telegraphy,  and  the 
laying  of  ocean  cables;  the  improvement 
in  steam  ami  electricity,  are  but  other 
indications  of  the  s&mc  activity  applied 
to  mechanical  problems.  These  are  ac¬ 
complished  results.  We  look  upon  them 
now  as  the  common  factors  of  every  slay 
life;  no  longer  to  be  wondered  at,  pr 
l toasted  over.  Yet  these  were  all  at  one 
time  or  another  supposed  to  l»e  impossi¬ 
ble.  It  is  scarcely  sixty  years  ago,  that 
a  prominent  Englishman,  speaking  in  the 
House  ot  Commons,  declared  that  a  man 
who  talked  of  riding  in  a  railroad  car  at 
the  rate  of  thirty  miles  an  hour  was  in¬ 
sane.  Yet  men  lioth  ride,  ami  eat,  ami 
drink  and  sleep  in  these  conveyances 
much  more  comfortably  than  that  gentle¬ 
man  could  remain  at  home  in  those  days. 
So  while  a  doubt  remains,  men  will 
sneer  at  what  is  destined  to  lie  a  new, 
element  of  comfort  or  power. 

The  question  of  the  success  of  the 
Panama  Canal  is  still  an  open  one.  Men 
are  asking:  Will  it  be  completed ?  If 
so,  when,  by  whom,  at  what  cost?  Etc.” 
Fn  our  own  laud  there  has  been  much 
opposition  fo  this  work.  The  difficulties 
have  perhaps  been  magnified.  The  cost 
has  lieen  thought  excessive.  A  different 
route  by  way  of  Nicaragua  has  been 
t  bought  preferable.  On  the  other  hand 
the  Panama  Isthmus  is  the  shortest 
possible  distance  between  the  two  oceans. 

It  has  lieen  chosen  by  the  great  French 
engineer  Do  Lesseps,  who  built  the  Suez 
Canal  notwithstanding  the  taunts  of  his 
enemies,  ami  is  willing  to  hazard  his 
a  cll-carned  reputation  in  this  new  ven¬ 
ture.  It  is  perhaps  a  more  difficult 
undertaking  than  the  former  one.  The 
conformation  of  tlie  country  is  not  so 
favorable;  the  climate  is  deadly,  the 

Clternution  of  dry  and  rainy  seasons 
mkes  the  maintenance  of  a  water-way 
more  difficult.  Yet  these  are  not  inso¬ 
luble  mechanical  problems.  Even  the 
Liver,  with  its  mountain  bed 
uer,  and  dreadfully  swollen 
1  t/'VSSW1**  ,ua>  Do  controlled  by 
mige  nnllulmmcfits,  sluices,  and  water¬ 
ways.

The  expense  of  construction 
will  be  greater,  ami  it  is  quite  possible 
that  the  wnrlf  wifigl  Mfbc  -carried  to 
completion  at*gt>fefilfneA4xpehse.  > Al¬ 
ready  seventy  millions  of  dollars  have 
Urn with  edift fat ts1  awarded  ag¬ 
gregating  titty  millions  more.  When 
these  shall  lie  finished,  bet  a  part  of  the 
work,  wil),  lie  done,  while  the  whole  of 
t  he  estimated  i#*t  will  have  been  expend¬ 
ed.  instead  of  120  millions  of  dollars 
the  Canal  will  probably  cost  300  millions, 

, ,  wfluJ^  ffqj  time  of  building  may  be  in- 
c reused  from  five  to  ten  or  twelve  years: 
Yet  it  lias  gone- for -enough  to  show  its 
practicability,  and  its  usefulness  is  un¬ 
questioned.  We  think  its  completion 
probable  in  the  near  future.  What  then 
will  be  its  results? 

To  the  continental  railroads  of  the 
l  uited  States,  close  competition  in 
freight.  Heavy  goods  must  go  by  wa¬ 
ter  routes  tor  these  afford  cheaper  rates 
than  an*  Ijjmcaa  offer.  Shorter 

distances,  and  an  eytra.  trip  each  sea- 
M,n-  will  more  thaw  mAke'  up  to  ocean- 
n«.>si*1s  the  candl.  tolls.  An  increase  of 


commerce  with  the  Western  world  will 
follow.  New  trade  will  tie  oja-m-d  up 
with  California.  South  America,  ('hum. 
Japan  and  the  isles  of  the  *»*«.  The 
pngHihilitu**  of  trade  to  the  Cuited 
States  are  immense.  Each  railroai 
built  over  the  Western  plain-  ha-  found 
a  new  country  starting  up  along  ifo  line 
furnishing  business  for  it-  supjmrt.  TJi< 
trade  of  the  Suez  Canal  has  im-rea** 
each  year  since  its  opening. 

The  control  of  the  Canal  imi-t  In*  »lc 
cided.  International  opinion  sei'ins  at 
present  to  favor.  America.  Much  fav 
able  c<imiiicnt  has  Ixs-u  elicited  in  Lim- 
ilon  by  the  spirited  policy  of  the  United 
States  in  recently  protecting  its  int«  rest 
upon  the  Isthmus.  Should  government 
aid  lie  asked  tor  its  completion,  it  will 
no  doubt  be  first  sought  here. 

Sooner  or  later  the  protection  of  the 
greatest  nation  upon  the  Western  Conti 
nent  must  lie  obtained  lbr  this  crowning 
work  of  tlie  Nineteentli  Century.  Such 
action  may  call  for  a  considerable 
crease  of  expenditure  ujsm  our  army 
and  navy,  perhaps,  for  a  lilx  tal  contri¬ 
bution  toward  carrying  on  the  work 
but  the  result  will  well  repay  the  outlay. 
The  Americhn  people  cannot  a  fiord  t< 
allow  jealousy,  meanness,  or  selfishnc-.- 
to  defeat  so  grand  a  project.  Her  true 
policy  is  to  lend  a  helping  hand,  ami  lear- 
lessly  to  assert  her  right  to  protect  the 
vast  commercial  interests  of  this  West¬ 
ern  Continent.

Simmer's  Last  Day  In  tlie  Senate. 

A  friend  iff  (humanity,  his  p*«liey  was 
peace,  and  the  settlement  of  disputes 
between  nations  by  Arbitration  instead 
of  war  was  one  ol'liis  Ibmlest  dreams. 
Possessed  of  such  lKiiignant  sentiments, 
cm  December  2.  1K72.  lie  inlrotlueetl  a 
bill  which  he  reqiiesteil  to  have  “read 
in  full  for  information.”  1  shall  give  it 
here,  for  to  carry  it  to  the  desk  was  one 
of  my  first  acts  as  a  page.  It  was  sis 
follows: 

A  Bill  to  regulate  the  Army  keyish  r 
and  the  Regimental  Colors  of  the  Tinted 
States. 

“Whereas,  The  national  amity  and 
good  will  among  fellow*  citizens  can  lie 
assured  only  through  oblivion  of  past 
differences,  and  it  is  contrary  to  the  usage 
of  civilized  nations  toJ  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  Civil  War;  Therefore, 

‘iie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 
Haute  of  Representatives  of  the  Cuited 
States  of  America  in  ( 'tnajrcss  assem¬ 
bled,  That  the  names  of  battles  with  fel¬ 
low  citizens  shall  not  be  continued  in  the 
Army  Register  oy  placed  on  the  regimen¬ 
tal  colors  of  the  Tnited  States.  " 

The  bill  was  on  lores  1  to  Ik*  printed, 
and  that  w*as  tlie  end  of  its  pilgrimage 
in  Congress.  It  never  liecaijie  a  law. 
But  it  was  discussed  .  elsewhere !  The 
Massachusetts  Legislature  hehrd  of  it 
with  deepest  indignation.  The  act  of 
Senator  Summer  was  stigmatized  as  “an 
attempt  to  degrade  the  loyal  soldiery 
of  the  Union  and  their  grand  achieve¬ 
ments  ;’’  and  a  resolution  of  censure  was 
introduced  and  passed  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  of  the  State  which  hud  made  him  its 
Senator/ 

The  resolution  of  censure  was  an  injus¬ 
tice  which  would  have  provoked  some 
men  to  wrath.  But  with  Mr.  Summer 
it  occasioned  not  anger,  but  grief.  He 
had  served  his  State  for  more  than  twen¬ 
ty  years;  and  it  had  stood  proudly  by 
him  in  all  his  efforts.  That  it  should 
now-,  after  his  fong  and  faithful  career, 
misinterpret  his  motives,  and  seem  to 
brand  him  with  reproach,  was  perhaps 
the  saddest  blow  he  had  ever  sustained. 
His  manner  betrayed  how  it  liorc  upon 
his  mind.  Act  when  December  again 
appeared,  the  Senator  was  again  found 
at  nis  seat  on  the  opening  day,  this  time 
to  introduce  his  famous  Civil  Rights  Bill 
—the  first  bill  of  the  session.  But,  as 
the  days  slipped  his  luce  was  less '
